BASIS OF PRESENTATION 


The Annual Financial Statements have been prepared on an accrual basis of accounting and are in accordance 
with the historical cost convention, except where indicated otherwise. 

The financial statements have been prepared in accordance with the effective Standards of Generally 
Recognised Accounting Practices (GRAP), as approved by the Minister of Finance, including any interpretations, 
guidelines and directives issued by the Accounting Standards Board and the Municipal Finance Management 
Act, 2003 (Act No. 56 of 2003). 

The following GRAP standards have been issued but are not yet effective and have not been early adopted by 
the municipality: 

GRAP 18 Segment Reporting - issued March 2005 
GRAP 20 Related Party Disclosures (Revised) 

GRAP 25 Employee Benefits - issued December 2009 

GRAP 105 Transfers between entities under common control - issued November 2010 
GRAP 106 Transfers between entities not under common control - issued November 2010 
GRAP 107 Mergers - issued November 2010 

The Minister of Finance annouced that the application of GRAP 21, GRAP 23, GRAP 24, GRAP 26, GRAP 103 and 
GRAP 104 will be effective for period starting after 1 April 2012. All other standards as listed above will only be 
effective when a date is announced by the Minister of Finance. 


1.1 


CHANGES IN ACCOUNTING POLICY AND COMPARABIUTY 


Accounting Policies have been consistently applied, except where otherwise indicated below: 


For the year ended 30 June 2013 the municipality has adopted the accounting framework as set out in point 1 
above except as excluded by the applicable Directives. The details of any resulting changes in accounting 
policy and comparative restatements are set out below. 


The municipality changes an accounting policy only if the change: 

(a) is required by a Standard of GRAP; or 

(b) results in the financial statements providing reliable and more relevant information about the effects of 
transactions, other events or conditions, on the performance or cash flow. 


1.2 


CRITICAL JUDGEMENTS, ESTIMATIONS AND ASSUMPTIONS 


The following are the critical judgements, apart from those involving estimations, that the management have 
made in the process of applying the municipality's Accounting Policies and that have the most significant effect 
on the amounts recognized in Annual Financial Statements: 


1.2.1 Revenue Recognition 

Accounting Policy 10 on Revenue from Exchange Transactions and Accounting Policy 11 on Revenue from 
Non-exchange Transactions describes the conditions under which revenue will be recorded by the 
management of the municipality.

In making their judgment, the management considered the detailed criteria for the recognition of revenue as 
set out in GRAP 9: Revenue from Exchange Transactions and GRAP 23: Revenue, as far as Revenue from Non- 
Exchange Transactions is concerned (see Basis of Preparation above). In particular, whether the municipality, 
when goods are sold, had transferred to the buyer the significant risks and rewards of ownership of the goods 
and when services is rendered, whether the service has been rendered. The management of the municipality is 
satisfied that recognition of the revenue in the current year is appropriate. 

1.2.2 Financial assets and liabilities 

The classification of financial assets and liabilities, into categories, is based on Judgment by management. 
Accounting Policy 6.1 on Financial Assets Classification and Accounting Policy 6.2 on Financial Liabilities 
Classification describe the factors and criteria considered by the management of the municipality in the 
classification of financial assets and liabilities. 

1.2.3 Impairment of Financial Assets 

Accounting Policy 6.4 on Impairment of Financial Assets describes the process followed to determine the value 
by which financial assets should be impaired. In making the estimation of the impairment, the management of 
the municipality considered the detailed criteria of impairment of financial assets as set out in GRAP 104: 
Financial Instruments and used its Judgement to select a variety of methods and make assumptions that are 
mainly based on market conditions existing at the end of the reporting period. The management of the 
municipality is satisfied that the impairment of financial assets recorded during the year is appropriate. 

1.2.4 Useful lives of Property, Plant and Equipment 

As described in Accounting Policy 3, the municipality depreciates over the estimated useful lives of the assets, 
taking into account the residual values of the assets at the end of their useful lives, which is determined when 
the assets are available for use. The useful lives and residual values of the assets are based on industry 
knowledge. 

1.2.5 Impairment: Write down of Property, Plant and Equipment and Inventories 

Significant estimates and Judgments are made relating to PPE impairment tests and where relevent write down 
of Inventories to Net Realizable Values. 

In making the above-mentioned estimates and judgement, management considered the subsequent 
measurement criteria and indicators of potential impairment losses as set out in GRAP 21: Impairment of Cash 
generating Assets and GRAP 26: Impairment of non-Cash generating Assets. 

1.2.6 Defined Benefit Plan Liabilities 

As described in Accounting Policy 18, the municipality obtains actuarial valuations of its defined benefit plan 
liabilities. The defined benefit obligations of the municipality that were identified are Post-retirement Health 
Benefit Obligations and Long-service Awards. The estimated liabilities are recorded in accordance with the 
requirements of IAS 19. Details of the liabilities and the key assumptions made by the actuaries in estimating 
the liabilities are provided in Notes 5 to the Annual Financial Statements.

PRESENTATION OF CURRENCY 


The Annual Financial Statements are presented in South African Rand, rounded off to the nearest Rand which is 
the municipality's functional currency.

GOING CONCERN ASSUMPTION 


The annual financial statements are prepared on a going concern basis. 


2 I HOUSING DEVELOPMENT FUND 


Sections 15(5) and 16 of the Housing Act, (Act No. 107 of 1997), which came into operation on 1 April 1998, 
required that the Entity maintain a separate housing operating account. This legislated separate operating 
account is known as the Housing Development Fund. 

The Housing Development Fund was established in terms of the Housing Act, (Act No. 107 of 1997). Loans 
from National and Provincial Government used to finance housing selling schemes undertaken by the 
municipality were extinguished on 1 April 1998 and transferred to the Housing Development Fund. Housing 
selling schemes, both complete and in progress as at 1 April 1998, were also transferred to the Housing 
Development Fund. 


In terms of the Housing Act, all proceeds from housing developments, which include rental income and sales of 
houses, must be paid into the Housing Development Fund. Monies standing to the credit of the Housing 
Development Fund can be used only to finance housing developments within the municipal area. 


3 I PROPERTY, PLANT AND EQUIPMENT 


The municipality has complied with the relevant standards relating to the measurement and recognition of 
Property, Plant and Equipment after taking into consideration the various guidance's and best practices issued 
in relation to the above. 


3.1 


Initial recognition 


Property, plant and equipment are tangible non-current assets (including infrastructure assets) that are held for 
use in the production or supply of goods or services, rental to others, or for administrative purposes, and are 
expected to be used during more than one year. 


The cost of an item of property, plant and equipment is recognized as an asset if, and only if it is probable that 
future economic benefits or service potential associated with the item will flow to the municipality, and if the 
cost or fair value of the item can be measured reliably. 


Property, plant and equipment are initially recognized at cost on its acquisition date or in the case of assets 
acquired by grant or donation, deemed cost, being the fair value of the asset on initial recognition. The cost of 
an item of property, plant and equipment is the purchase price and other costs attributable to bring the asset 
to the location and condition necessary for it to be capable of operating in the manner intended by the 
municipality. 

When significant components of an item of property, plant and equipment have different useful lives at the 
description of management, they are accounted for as separate items (major components) of property, plant 
and equipment. 

Where an asset is acquired by the municipality for no or nominal consideration (i.e. a non-exchange 
transaction), the cost is deemed to be equal to the fair value of that asset on the date acquired.

I ne cost OT an item ot property, plant ana equipment acquirea in excnange tor a non-monetary assets or 
monetary assets, or a combination of monetary and non-monetary assets is measured at its fair value. If the 
acquired item could not be measured at its fair value, its cost was measured at the carrying amount of the 
asset given up. 

Major spare parts and servicing equipment qualify as property, plant and equipment when the municipality 
expects to use them during more than one period. Similarly, if the major spare parts and servicing equipment 
can be used only in connection with an item of property, plant and equipment, they are accounted for as 
property, plant and equipment. 


3.2 


Subsequent measurement 


Subsequent expenditure relating to property, plant and equipment is capitalized if it is probable that future 
economic benefits or potential service delivery associated with the subsequent expenditure will flow to the 
entity and the cost or fair value of the subsequent expenditure can be reliably measured. Subsequent 
expenditure incurred on an asset is only capitalized when it increases the capacity or future economic benefits 
associated with the asset. Where the municipality replaces parts of an asset, it derecognizes the part of the 
asset being replaced and capitalizes the new component. 


Items of property, plant and equipment are subsequently measured at cost less accumulated depreciation and 
accumulated impairment. 


Compensation from third parties for items of property, plant and equipment that were impaired, lost or 
forgone is included in surplus or deficit when the compensation becomes receivable. 


3.3 


Depreciation 


Land is not depreciated as it is regarded as having an infinite life. Depreciation on assets other than land is 
calculated on cost, using the straight line method, to allocate their cost or revalued amounts to their residual 
values over the estimated useful lives of the assets. The depreciation method used reflects the pattern in which 
the asset's future economic benefits or service potential are expected to be consumed by the municipality. 
Components of assets that are significant in relation to the whole asset and that have different useful lives are 
depreciated separately. The depreciation rates are based on the following estimated useful lives. 


Depreciation only commences when the asset is available for use, unless stated otherwise.

Incomplete construction work is stated at historical cost. Depreciation only commences when the asset is 
available for use. 

3.5 

Infrastructure Assets 

Infrastructure Assets are any assets that are part of a network of similar assets. Infrastructure assets are shown 
at cost less accumulated depreciation and accumulated impairment. Infrastructure assets are treated similarly 
to all other assets of the municipality. 

3.6 

Finance Leases 

Assets capitalised under finance leases are depreciated over their expected useful lives on the same basis as 

PPE controlled by the entity or where shorter, the term of the relevant lease if there is no reasonable certainty 
that the municipality will obtain ownership by the end of the lease term. 

3.7 

Derecognition 


The carrying amount of an item of property, plant and equipment is derecognised on disposal, or when no 
future economic benefits or service potential are expected from its use or disposal 

The gain or loss arising from the derecognition of an item of property, plant and equipment is included in 
surplus or deficit when the item is derecognised. 


Gains or losses are calculated as the difference between the carrying value of assets (cost less accumulated 
depreciation and accumulated impairment losses) and the disposal proceeds is included in the Statement of 
Financial Performance as a gain or loss on disposal of property, plant and equipment. 

4 

Investment Property 


4.1 

Initial Recognition 


Investment property includes property (land or a building, or part of a building, or both land or buildings held 
under a finance lease) held to earn rentals and/or for capital appreciation, rather than held to meet service 
delivery objectives, the production or supply of goods or services, or the sale of an asset in the ordinary course 
of operations. 

At initial recognition, the municipality measures investment property at cost including transaction costs once it 
meets the definition of investment property. However, where an investment property was acquired through a 
non-exchange transaction (i.e. where it acquired the investment property for no or a nominal value), its cost is 
its fair value as at the date of acquisition.

4.2 


Subsequent Measurement - Cost Model 


Investment property is measured using the cost model. Investment Property is stated at cost less accumulated 
depreciation and accumulated impairment losses. Depreciation is calculated on cost, using the straight-line 
method over the useful life of the property. Components of assets that are significant in relation to the whole 
asset and that have different useful lives are depreciated separately. 


The usefull lives per category of investment property are detailed below: 
Asset Useful life 

Investment property 7 


The gain or loss arising on the disposal of an investment property is determined as the difference between the 
sales proceeds and the carrying value and is recognised in the Statement of Financial Performance. 


4.3 


Work in Progress 


Investment property under construction are recognised as investment proprerty during construction. 
Incomplete construction work is stated at historical cost. Depreciation only commences when the asset is 
available for use. 


4.4 


Derecognition 


An investment property shall be derecognised (eliminated from the statement of financial position) on disposal 
or when the investment property is permanently withdrawn from use and no future economic benefits or 
service potential are expected from its disposal 


5 I INTANGIBLE ASS^ 


5.1 


Initial Recognition 


Identifiable non-monetary assets without physical substance are classified and recognised as intangible assets. 
The municipality recognises an intangible asset in its Statement of Financial Position only when it is probable 
that the expected future economic benefits or service potential that are attributable to the asset will flow to the 
municipality and the cost or fair value of the asset can be measured reliably. 


5.2 


Subsequent Measurement - Cost Model 


After initial recognition, an intangible asset are carried at its cost less any accumulated amortisation and any 
accumulated impairment losses. 

The usefull lives per category of intangible assets are detailed below:

iniangiDie assets are annually lesteu lor irnpairmeni, inciuuing iniangioie assets not yet avaiiaoie tor use. 
Where items of intangible assets have been impaired, the carrying value is adjusted by the impairment loss, 
which is recognised as an expense in the period that the impairment is identified except where the impairment 
reverses a previous revaluation. The impairment loss is the difference between the carrying amount and the 
recoverable amount. 
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The estimated usetui lite, residual values and amortisation method are reviewed annually at the end ot the 
financial year. Any adjustments arising from the annual review are applied prospectively as a change in 
accounting estimate in the Statement of Financial Performance. 


5.3 


Derecognition 


Intangible assets are derecognised when the asset is disposed of or when there are no further economic 
benefits or service potential expected from the use of the asset. The gain or loss arising on the disposal or 
retirement of an intangible asset is determined as the difference between the net disposals proceeds and the 
carrying value and is recognised in the Statement of Financial Performance. 


6 I HEFtITAGE ASSETS 


A heritage asset is detined as an asset that has a cultural, environmental, historical, natural, scientitic, 
technological or artistic significance, and is held and preserved indefinitely for the benefit of present and future 
generations. 


6.1 


Initial Recognition 


The cost ot an item ot heritage assets is recognised as an asset it, and only it it is probable that tuture 
economic benefits or service potential associated with the item will flow to the municipality, and if the cost or 
fair value of the item can be measured reliably. 

Heritage assets are initially recognised at cost on its acquisition date or in the case of assets acquired by grant 
or donation, deemed cost, being the fair value of the asset on initial recognition. The cost of an item of 
heritage assets is the purchase price and other costs attributable to bring the asset to the location and 
condition necessary for it to be capable of operating in the manner intended by the municipality. Trade 
discounts and rebates are deducted in arriving at the cost. The cost also includes the necessary costs of 
dismantling and removing the asset and restoring the site on which it is located. 

Where an asset is acquired by the municipality for no or nominal consideration (i.e. a non-exchange 
transaction), the cost is deemed to be equal to the fair value of that asset on the date acquired. 

The cost of an item of heritage assets acquired in exchange for a non-monetary assets or monetary assets, or a 
combination of monetary and non-monetary assets is measured at the fair value of the asset given up, unless 
the fair value of the asset received is more clearly evident. If the acquired item could not be measured at its 
fair value, its cost is measured at the carrying amount of the asset given up. 


6.2 


Subsequent Measurement 


Subsequent expenditure relating to heritage assets is capitalised if it is probable that future economic benefits 
or potential service delivery associated with the subsequent expenditure will flow to the entity and the cost or 
fair value of the subsequent expenditure can be reliably measured. Subsequent expenditure incurred on an 
asset is only capitalised when it increases the capacity or future economic benefits associated with the asset. 
Where the municipality replaces parts of an asset, it derecognises the part of the asset being replaced and 
capitalises the new component. 

Subsequently all heritage assets are measured at cost, less accumulated impairment losses. Heritage assets are 
not depreciated. 


6.3 


Derecognition 


The carrying amount of an item of heritage assets is derecognised on disposal, or when no future economic 
benefits or service potential are expected from its use or disposal. 
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The gain or loss arising from the derecognition of an item of heritage assets is included in surplus or deficit 
when the item is derecognised. 

Gains or losses are calculated as the difference between the carrying value of assets (cost less accumulated 
impairment losses) and the disposal proceeds is included in the Statement of Financial Performance as a gain 
or loss on disposal of heritage assets. 


7 I FINANCIAL INSTRUMENTS 


The municipality has various types of financial instruments and these can be broadly categorised as either 
financial assets, financial liabilities or residual interests in accordance with the substance of the contractual 
agreement . The municipality only recognises a financial instrument when it becomes a party to the contractual 
provisions of the instrument. 

Initial recognition 

Financial assets and financial liabilities are recognised on the entity's Statement of Financial Position when the 
entity becomes party to the contractual provisions of the instrument 

The Entity does not offset a financial asset and a financial liability unless a legally enforceable right to set off 
the recognised amounts currently exist; and the entity intends either to settle on a net basis, or to realise the 
asset and settle the liability simultaneously. 

Fair value methods and assumptions 

The fair values of financial instruments are determined as follows: 

The fair values of quoted investments are based on current bid prices. 

If the market for a financial asset is not active (and for unlisted securities), the company establishes fair value by 
using valuation techniques. These include the use of recent arm's length transactions, reference to other 
instruments that are substantially the same, discounted cash flow analysis, and option pricing models making 
maximum use of market inputs and relying as little as possible on entity-specific inputs. 

The effective interest rate method 

The effective interest method is a method of calculating the amortised cost of a financial asset or a financial 
liability and of allocating the interest income or interest expense over the relevant period. The effective interest 
rate is the rate that exactly discounts estimated future cash payments or receipts through the expected life of 
the financial instrument or, when appropriate, a shorter period to the net carrying amount of the financial asset 
or financial liability. 

Amortised cost 

Amortiseo cost is tne amount at wnicn tne tinanciai asset or tinanciai iiaoiiity is measureo at initial recognition 
minus principal repayments, plus or minus the cumulative amortisation using the effective interest method of 
any difference between that initial amount and the maturity amount, and minus any reduction for impairment 
or uncollectibility. 


7.1 


Financial Assets - Classification 
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A financial asset is any asset that is a cash or contractual right to receive cash. 

In accordance with GRAP 104 the Financial Assets of the municipality are classified as follows into the three 
categories allowed by this standard: 

Financial asset at amortised cost are non derivative financial assets with fixed or determinable payments that 
are not quoted in an active market. They are included in current assets, except for maturities greater than 12 
months, which are classified as non-current assets. Financial asset at amortised cost are initially recognised at 
fair value plus transaction costs that are directly attributable to the acquisition or issue of the financial asset. 
After initial recognition Financial Assets are measured at amortised cost, using the effective interest rate 
method less a provision for impairment. 

Financial assets measured at fair value are financial assets that meet either of the following conditions: 

(a) derivatives; 

(b) combined instruments that are designated at fair value 

(c) instruments held for trading. 

(d) non-derivative financial assets or financial liabilities with fixed or determinable payments that are 
designated at fair value at initial recognition; or 

(e) financial instruments that do not meet the definition of financial instruments at amortised cost or financial 
instruments at cost. 

Financial assets measured at cost are investments in residual interests that do not have a quoted market price 
in an active market, and whose fair value cannot be reliably measured. 

The municipality has the following types of financial assets as reflected on the face of the Statement of 
Financial Position or in the notes thereto:

Bank Balances and Cash - Financial asset at amortised cost 
Long-term Receivables - Financial asset at amortised cost

Investments in Fixed Deposits - Financial asset at amortised cost 

Cash includes cash on hand (including petty cash) and cash with banks (including call deposits). Cash 
equivalents are short-term highly liquid investments, readily convertible into known amounts of cash, that are 
held with registered banking institutions with maturities of three months or less and are subject to an 
insignificant risk of change in value. For the purposes of the cash flow statement, cash and cash equivalents 
comprise cash on hand, deposits held on call with banks, net of bank overdrafts. The municipality categorises 
cash and cash equivalents as financial assets: Financial asset at amortised cost. 


7.2 


Financial Liabilities - Classification 


A financial liability is a contractual obligation to deliver cash or another financial asset to another entity. 
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There are three main categories of Financial Liabilities, the classification determining how they are measured. 
Financial liabilities may be measured at: 

Financial liabilities measured ar fair value or 
Financial liabilities measured at amortised cost 
Financial liabilities measured at cost 

The municipality has the following types of financial liabilities as reflected on the face of the Statement of 
Financial Position or in the notes thereto: 

Type of Financial Liabilities 

Long term Liaibilities - Financial liability at amortised cost 

Other Creditors - Financial liability at amortised cost 

Bank overdraft - Financial liability at amortised cost 

Short-term Loans - Financial liability at amortised cost 

Current portion of Long-Term Liabilities - Financial liability at amortised cost 

Financial liabilities that are measured at fair value financial liabilities that are essentially held for trading (i.e. 
purchased with the intention to sell or repurchase in the short term; derivatives other than hedging instruments 
or are part of a portfolio of financial instruments where there is recent actual evidence of short-term 
profiteering or are derivatives) 

Bank overdrafts are recorded based on the facility utilised. Finance charges on bank overdrafts are expensed 
as incurred. 


7.3 


Initial and Subsequent Measurement 


Financial Assets: 

Financial asset at amortised cost are initially measured at fair value plus transaction costs that are directly 
attributable to the acquisition or issue of the financial asset. Subsequently, these assets are measured at 
amortised cost using the Effective Interest Method less any impairment, with interest recognised on an 
effective yield basis. 

Trade and other receivables (excluding Value Added Taxation, prepayments and operating lease receivables), 
loans to Municipality entities and loans that have fixed and determinable payments that are not quoted in an 
active market are classified as Financial asset at amortised cost. 


Financial Assets measured at fair value are initially measured at fair value plus directly attributable transaction 
costs. They are subsequently measured at fair value with unrealised gains or losses recognised directly in equity 
until the investment is derecognised, at which time the cumulative gain or loss recorded in equity is recognised 
in the statement of financial performance, or determined to be impaired, at which time the cumulative loss 
recorded in equity is recognised in the statement of financial performance. 

Financial Liabilities: 

Financial liabilities measured at fair value 

Financial liabilities measured at fair value are stated at fair value, with any resulted gain or loss recognised in 
the Statement of Financial Performance. 
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Financial Liabilities measured at amortised cost 

Any other financial liabilities are classified as "Other financial liabilities" (All payables, loans and borrowings are 
classified as other liabilities) and are initially measured at fair value, net of transaction costs. Trade and other 
payables, interest bearing debt including finance lease liabilities, non-interest bearing debt and bank 
borrowings are subsequently measured at amortised cost using the effective interest rate method. Interest 
expense is recognised in the Statement of Financial Performance by applying the effective interest rate. 

Bank borrowings, consisting of interest-bearing short-term bank loans, repayable on demand and overdrafts 
are recorded at the proceeds received. Finance costs are accounted for using the accrual basis and are added 
to the carrying amount of the bank borrowing to the extent that they are not settled in the period that they 
arise. 


7.4 


Impairment of Financial Assets 


Financial assets, other than those measured at fair value, are assessed for indicators of impairment at the end 
of each reporting period. Financial assets are impaired where there is objective evidence of impairment of 
Financial Assets (such as the probability of insolvency or significant financial difficulties of the debtor). If there 
is such evidence the recoverable amount is estimated and an impairment loss is recognised in accordance with 
GRAP 104. 

Financial assets carried at amortised cost 

Accounts receivables encompassess long term debtors, consumer debtors and other debtors. 


Initially Accounts Receivable are valued at fair value and subsequently carried at amortised cost using the 
effective interest rate method. An estimate is made for doubtful debt based on past default experience of all 
outstanding amounts at year-end. Bad debts are written off the year in which they are identified as 
irrecoverable. Amounts receivable within 12 months from the date of reporting are classified as current. 

A provision for impairment of accounts receivables is established when there is objective evidence that the 
municipality will not be able to collect all amounts due according to the original terms of receivables. The 
provision is made in accordance with GRAP 104 whereby the recoverability of accounts receivable is assessed 
individually and then collectively after grouping the assets in financial assets with similar credit risk 
characteristics. The amount of the provision is the difference between the financial asset's carrying amount and 
the present value of estimated future cash flows, discounted at the original effective interest rate. Future cash 
flows in a group of financial assets that are collectively evaluated for impairment are estimated on the basis of 
historical loss experience for assets with credit risk characteristics similar to those in the group. Cash flows 
relating to short-term receivables are not discounted where the effect of discounting is immaterial. 

Government accounts are not provided for as such accounts are regarded as receivable. 

The carrying amount of the financial asset is reduced by the impairment loss directly for all financial assets 
carried at amortised cost with the exception of consumer debtors, where the carrying amount is reduced 
through the use of an allowance account. When a consumer debtor is considered uncollectible, it is written off 
against the allowance account. Subsequent recoveries of amounts previously written off are credited against 
revenue. Changes in the carrying amount of the allowance account are recognised in the Statement of 
Financial Performance. 


Impairment of Financial Assets measured at cost 
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IT mere is ODjetiive eviuente mai an irnpairmeni loss nas oeen inturreu on an investrneni in a resiuuai inieresi 
that is not measured at fair value because its fair value cannot be measured reliably, the amount of the 
impairment loss is measured as the difference between the carrying amount of the financial asset and the 
present value of estimated future cash flows discounted at the current market rate of return for a similar 
financial asset. Such impairment losses shall not be reversed. 


7.5 


Derecognition 


me municipality derecognises l-inancial Assets only when tne contractual rights to the cash tiows trom the 
asset expire or it trahsfers the fihahcial asset ahd substahtially all the risks ahd rewards of owhership of the 
asset to ahother ehtity, except wheh Couhcil approves the write-off of Fihahcial Assets due to hoh 
recoverability. 

If the muhicipality heither trahsfers hor retaihs substahtially all the risks ahd rewards of owhership ahd 
cohtihues to cohtrol the trahsferred asset, the muhicipality recoghises its retaihed ihterest ih the asset ahd ah 
associated liability for amouhts it may have to pay. If the muhicipality retaihs substahtially all the risks ahd 
rewards of owhership of a trahsferred fihahcial asset, the muhicipality cohtihues to recoghise the fihahcial asset 
ahd also recoghises a collateralised borrowihg for the proceeds received. 

The muhicipality derecoghises Fihahcial Liabilities wheh, ahd ohiy wheh, the muhicipality's obligatiohs are 
discharged, cahcelled or they expire. 

The muhicipality recoghises the differehce betweeh the carryihg amouht of the fihahcial liability (or part of a 
fihahcial liability) extihguished or trahsferred to ahother party ahd the cohsideratioh paid, ihcludihg ahy hoh- 
cash assets trahsferred or liabilities assumed, ih the Statemeht of Fihahcial Performahce. 


8 I FtlSK MANAGEMENT OF FINANCIAL ASSETS AND LIABILITIES 


It is the policy of the muhicipality to disclose ihformatioh that ehables the user of its fihahcial statemehts to 
evaluate the hature ahd exteht of risks arisihg from fihahcial ihstrumehts to which the muhicipality is exposed 
Oh the reportihg date. 

Risks ahd exposure are disclosed as follows: 


8.1 


Credit Risk 


- Each class of fihahcial ihstrumeht is disclosed separately. 

- Maximum exposure to credit risk hot covered by collateral is specified. 

- Fihahcial ihstrumehts covered by collateral are specified. 


8.2 


Liquidity Risk 


-A maturity ahalysis for fihahcial assets ahd liabilities that shows the remaihihg cohtractual maturities. 

-Liquidity risk is mahaged oy ehsurihg that all assets are reihvested at maturity at competitive ihterest rates ih 

relatioh to cash flow requiremehts. Liabilities are mahaged by ehsurihg that all cohtractual paymehts are met 

Oh a timeous basis ahd, if required, additiohal hew arrahgemehts are established at competitive rates to ehsure 

that cash flow requiremehts are met. 

-A maturity ahalysis for fihahcial liabilities (where applicable) that shows the remaihihg uhdiscouhted 
cohtractual maturities is disclosed ih hote 41.2 to the ahhual fihahcial statemehts. 
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9 liNVENTORIES 


9.1 


Initial recognition 


Inventories comprise of consumable stores. Inventories are recognized at weighted average. Cost generally 
refers to the purchase price, plus taxes, transport costs and any other costs in bringing the inventories to their 
current location and condition. 


Where inventory is acquired by the municipality for no or nominal consideration (i.e. a non-exchange 
transaction), the cost is deemed to be equal to the fair value of the item on the date acquired. 


9.2 


Subsequent measurement 


Consumable stores, raw materials, work-in-progress and finished goods are valued at the lower of cost and net 
realizable value. In general, the basis of determining cost is the weighted average cost of commodities. If 
inventories are to be distributed at no charge or for a nominal charge they are valued at the lower of cost and 
current replacement cost. 

Redundant and slow-moving inventories are identified and written down from cost to net realizable value with 
regard to their estimated economic or realizable values and sold by public auction. Net realizable value is the 
estimated selling price in the ordinary course of business, less applicable variable selling expenses. Differences 
arising on the valuation of inventory are recognized in the Statement of Financial Performance in the year in 
which they arose. The amount of any reversal of any write-down of inventories arising from an increase in net 
realizable value or current replacement cost is recognized as a reduction in the amount of inventories 
recognized as an expense in the period in which the reversal occurs. 

The carrying amount of inventories is recognized as an expense in the period that the inventory was sold, 
distributed, written off or consumed, unless that cost qualifies for capitalization to the cost of another asset. 


10 I REVENUE RECOGNITION 


10.1 


General 


Revenue comprises the fair value of the consideration received or receivable for the sale of goods and services 
in the ordinary course of the municipality's activities. 

The municipality recognizes revenue when the amount of revenue can be reliably measured, it is probable that 
future economic benefits will flow to the municipality and when specific criteria have been met for each of the 
municipalities' activities as described below. The amount of revenue is not considered to be reliably measurable 
until all contingencies relating to the transaction have been resolved. The municipality bases its estimates on 
historical results, taking into consideration the type of customer, the type of transaction and the specifics of 
each arrangement. 

Revenue from exchange transactions refers to revenue that accrued to the municipality directly in return for 
services rendered / goods sold, the value of which approximates the consideration received or receivable. 


11 I REVENUE FROM EXCHANGE TRANSACTIOI^ 
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11.1 


Service Charges 


Service charges relating to refuse removal are recognized on a monthly basis in arrears by applying the 
approved tariff to each property that has improvements. Tariffs are determined per category of property 
usage, and are levied monthly based on the number of refuse containers on each property, regardless of 
whether or not all containers are emptied during the month. 


11.2 


Pre-paid electricity 


Revenue from the sale of electricity pre-paid meter cards are recognized at the point of sale. 


11.3 


Finance income 


Interest earned on investments is recognized in the Statement of Financial Performance on the time 
proportionate basis that takes into account the effective yield on the investment. 


11.4 


Tariff charges 


Revenue arising from the application of the approved tariff of charges is recognized when the relevant service 
is rendered by applying the relevant authorized tariff. This includes the issuing of licenses and permits. 


11.5 


Income from Agency services 


Income for agency services is recognized on a monthly basis once the income collected on behalf of agents has 
been quantified. The income recognized is in terms of the agency agreement. 


11.6 


Sale of Goods 


Revenue from the sale of goods is recognised when all the following conditions have been met: 


- The municipality has transferred to the buyer the significant risks and rewards of ownership of the goods. 

- The municipality retains neither continuing managerial involvement to the degree usually associated with 
ownership nor effective control over the goods sold. 

- The amount of revenue can be measured reliably. 

- It is probable that the economic benefits or service potential associated with the transaction will flow to the 
municipality. 

- The costs incurred or to be incurred in respect of the transaction can be measured reliably. 


11.7 


Rentals 


Revenue from the rental of facilities and equipment is recognized on a straight-line basis over the term of the 
lease agreement. 


12 I REVENUE FROM NON-EXCHANGE TRANSACTIONS 


Kevenue trom non-excnange transactions reters to transactions wnere tne municipality received revenue trom 
another entity without directly giving approximately equal value in exchange. Revenue from non-exchange 
transactions is generally recognised to the extent that the the related receipt or receivable qualifies for 
recognition as an asset and there is no liability to repay the amount. 

An inflow of resources from a non-exchange transaction, that meets the definition of an asset shall be 
recognised as an asset when it is probable that the future economic benefits or service potential associated 
with the asset will flow to the municipality and the fair value of the asset can be measured reliably. The asset 
shall be recognised as revenue, except to the extent that a liability is also recognised in respect of the same 
inflow. 

A present obligation arising from a non-exchange transaction that meets the definition of a liability will be 
recognised as a liability when it is probable that an outflow of economic benefit will be required to settle the 
obligation and a reliable estimate of the amount can be made. 
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12.1 


Rates and Taxes 


Revenue from property rates is recognized in terms of the Municipal Property Rates Act and the Municipal 
Rates Policy. 

Revenue from property rates is recognised when the legal entitlement to this revenue arises. 


12.2 


Fines 


Fines constitute both spot fines and summons. Revenue from spot fines and summons is recognized when 
payment is received. 


12.3 Public contributions 

Kevenue rrom puDiic contrioutions is recognizee wnen an conaitions associatea witn tne contrioution nave 
been met or where the contribution is to finance property, plant and equipment, when such items of property, 
plant and equipment are brought into use. Where public contributions have been received and the 
municipality has not met the condition, a liability is recognized. 


12.4 


Other Donations and Contributions 


Donations are recognized on a cash receipts basis or where the donation is in the form of property, plant and 
equipment, when such items of property, plant and equipment are available for use. 


12.5 


Revenue from Recovery of Unauthorized, Irregular, Fruitless and Wasteful Expenditure 


Revenue from the recovery of unauthorized, irregular, fruitless and wasteful expenditure is based on legislated 
procedures, including those set out in the Municipal Finance Management Act (Act No. 56 of 2003) and is 
recognized when the recovery thereof from the responsible councilors or officials is virtually certain. Such 
revenue is based on legislated procedures. 


13 I GOVERNMENT GRANTS AND RECEIPTS 


Income received from conditional grants, donations and funding are recognized as revenue to the extent that 
the municipality has complied with any of the criteria, conditions or obligations embodied in the agreement. 
To the extent that the criteria, conditions or obligations have not been met a liability is recognized. 
Government grants that are receivable as compensation for expenses or losses already incurred or for the 
purpose of giving immediate financial support to the municipality with no future related costs are recognized 
in the Statement of Financial Performance in the period in which they become receivable. VAT reclaimed from 
SARS has been recognised as revenue in accordance with MFMA Circular 48. Such recognition has been 
limited to the balance available in the grant 

Equitable share allocations are recognised in revenue at the start of the financial year if no time-based 
restrictions exist. 


14 I PROVISIONS 


Provisions are recognized when the municipality has a present or constructive obligation as a result of past 
events, it is probable that an outflow of resources embodying economic benefits or service potential will be 
required to settle the obligation and a reliable estimate can be made of the obligation. 

Future events that may affect the amount required to settle an obligation are reflected in the amount of a 
provision where there is sufficient objective evidence that they will occur. Gains from the expected disposal of 
assets are not taken into account in measuring a provision. Provisions are not recognized for future operating 
losses. 
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Provisions are reviewed at reporting date and the amount of a provision is the present value of the expenditure 
expected to be required to settle the obligation. When the effect of discounting is material, provisions are 
determined by discounting the expected future cash flows that reflect current market assessments of the time 
value of money. The impact of the periodic unwinding of the discount is recognized in the Statement of 
Financial Performance as a finance cost as it occurs. 

A provision for restructuring costs is recognized only when the following criteria over and above the 
recognition criteria of a provision have been met: 

(a) The municipality has a detailed formal plan for the restructuring identifying at least: 

- the business or part of a business concerned; 

- the principal locations affected; 

- the location, function, and approximate number of employees who will be compensated for terminating their 
services; 

- the expenditures that will be undertaken; and 

- when the plan will be implemented; and 

(b) The municipality has raised a valid expectation in those affected that it will carry out the restructuring by 
starting to implement that plan or announcing its main features to those affected by it. 


15 I CASH AND CASH EQUIVALENTS 


Cash includes cash on hand and cash with banks. Cash equivalents are short-term highly liquid investments 
that are held with registered banking institutions with maturities of three months or less and are subject to an 
insignificant risk of change in value unless the purpose and nature of such investments are for capital 
appreciation purposes and not held for operational activities as deemed by management. 

Cash and cash equivalents in the cash flow statement comprise cash on hand, deposits held on call with banks, 
net of bank overdrafts. 

Bank overdrafts are recorded at the current value of the utilization of approved facilities from the Municipality's 
bankers. Finance charges on bank overdrafts are expensed as incurred. 


16 I UNAUTHORIZED EXPENDITURE 


Unauthorized expenditure is expenditure that has not been budgeted, expenditure that is not in terms of the 
conditions of an allocation received from another sphere of government, municipality or organ of state and 
expenditure in the form of a grant that is not permitted in terms of the Municipal Finance Management Act 
(Act No 56 of 2003). 

All expenditure relating to unauthorised expenditure is recognised as an expense in the statement of financial 
performance in the year that the expenditure was incurred. The expenditure is classified in accordance with the 
nature of the expense, and where recovered, it is subsequently accounted for as revenue in the statement of 
financial performance. If the expenditure is not condoned by the Council it is treated as an asset until it is 
recovered or written off as irrecoverable. 


17 liRREGULAR EXPENDITURE 


Irregular expenditure is expenditure that is contrary to the Municipal Finance Management Act (Act No 56 of 
2003), the Municipal Systems Act (Act No 32 of 2000), the Public Office Bearers Act (Act No 20 of 1998) or is in 
contravention of the Municipality's or Municipal Entities' supply chain management policies as deemed by the 
Accounting Officer. Irregular expenditure excludes unauthorized expenditure. 
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irregular expenaiture is accountea Tor as an expense in tne btatement OT i-inanciai Kerrormance in tne perioa it 
occurred and where recovered, it is subsequently accounted for as revenue in the Statement of Financial 
Performance. If the expenditure is not condoned by the Council it is treated as an asset until it is recovered or 
written off as irrecoverable. 


18 I FRUITLESS AND WASTEFUL EXPENDITURE 


Fruitless and wasteful expenditure is expenditure that was made in vain as deemed by the Accounting Officer 
and would have been avoided had reasonable care been exercised. Fruitless and wasteful expenditure is 
accounted for as expenditure in the Statement of Financial Performance. 

The expenditure is classified in accordance with the nature of the expense, and where recovered, it is 
subsequently accounted for as revenue in the statement of financial performance. If the expenditure is not 
condoned by the Council it is treated as an asset until it is recovered or written off as irrecoverable. 


19 I RETIREMENT BENEFITS 


The municipality provides retirement benefits for its employees. Contributions are made to the Natal Joint 
Municipal Pension Fund to fund the obligations for the payment of retirement benefits. 


19.1 


Defined Benefit Plans 


19.1.1 Post-retirement Health Care Benefits: 

The municipality has an obligation to provide Post-retirement Health Care Benefits to certain of its retirees. 
According to the rules of the Medical Aid Funds, with which the municipality is associated, a member (who is 
on the current Conditions of Service), on retirement, is entitled to remain a continued member of the Medical 
Aid Fund, in which case the municipality is liable for a certain portion of the medical aid membership fee. 

The defined benefit liability is the aggregate of the present value of the defined benefit obligation and 
unrecognised actuarial gains and losses, reduced by unrecognised past service costs. The plan is unfunded. The 
present value of the defined benefit obligation is calculated using the projected unit credit method, 
incorporating actuarial assumptions and a discount rate based on the government bond rate. Valuations of 
these obligations are carried out every year by independent qualified actuaries. 

19.1.2 Long-service Allowance 

The municipality has an obligation to provide Long-service Allowance Benefits to all of its employees. 
According to the rules of the Long-service Allowance Scheme, which the municipality instituted and operates, 
an employee (who is on the current Conditions of Service), is entitled to a cash allowance, calculated in terms 
of the rules of the scheme, after 10, 15, 20, 25, 30, 35, 40 and 45 years of continued service. The municipality's 
liability is based on an actuarial valuation. The projected unit credit method has been used to value the 
liabilities. Actuarial gains and losses on the long-term incentives are accounted for through the statement of 
financial performance. 


19.2 


Defined Contribution Plans 


The municipality provides retirement benefits for its employees. Contributions are made to the Kwa-Zulu Natal 
Joint Municipal Pension Fund to fund the obligations for the payment of retirement benefits. 
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Accounting Policies 

for the year encied 30 June 2013 

Contributions are charged as an expense in the Statement of Financial Performance in the year that they 
become payable. 

The funds are actuarially valued every three years using the discounted cash flow method. 


20 I DEPOSITS 


Deposits received by the municipality are in terms of the approved tariff of charges by Council. These mainly 
relate to the use of community facilities and verge deposits, amongst others 


Unidentified Direct Deposits relate to deposits made by the public into the municipality's bank account, which 
due to a lack of information made during the deposit process, cannot be traced to the relevant debtor. A 
register is maintained for all Unidentified Direct Deposits. Should all attempts prove fruitless in the 
identification of the relevant debtor and the amount remains unclaimed by the debtor after a time lapse of two 
years has occurred, these values are transferred to accumulated surplus. 


21 lOPERATING AND FINANCE LEASES 


Leases are classified as finance leases where substantially all the risks and rewards associated with ownership of 
an asset are transferred to the municipality. Property, plant and equipment subject to finance lease 
agreements are capitalized at their cash cost equivalent. The cost of the item of property, plant and equipment 
is depreciated at appropriate rates on the straight-line basis over its estimated useful life. Lease payments are 
allocated between the lease finance cost and the capital repayment using the effective interest rate method. 
Lease finance costs are expensed when incurred. 

Operating leases are those leases that do not fall within the scope of the above definition. Operating lease 
rentals are recognized as an expense in the statement of financial performance. 


22 I BUDGET COMPAIRATIVES 


The annual budget figures have been prepared in accordance with the GRAP 24 standard and are consistent 
with the accounting policies adopted by the Council for the preparation of these financial statements. The 
amounts are scheduled as a separate additional financial statement, called the Statement of Comparison of 
Budget and Actual amounts. Explanatory comment is provided in the notes to the annual financial statements 
giving firstly reasons for overall growth or decline in the budget and secondly motivations for over- or 
underspending on line items. The annual budget figures included in the financial statements are for the 
Municipality. These figures are those approved by the Council at the beginning and during the year. The 
budget is approved on an accrual basis by nature classification. The approved budget covers the period from 1 
July 2012 to 30 June 2013. 


23 I PRIOR YEAR ADJUSTMENTS 


Restatements are ettected to prior period comparatives resulting in the reclassitication ot prior period 
disclosure when the presentation or classification of items in the annual financial statements is amended. The 
nature and reason for the reclassification are disclosed. 


24 IVALUE ADDED TAXATION 


The municipality is registered with SARS for VAT on the cash basis in accordance with Section 15(2)(a) of the 
Value Added Tax Act, No. 81 of 1991.

6 PROVISION FOR REFUSE SITE REHABILITATION

7 MULTI EMPLOYER RETIREMENT BENEFITS 

Umdoni Municipality makes provision for post-retirement benefits to eligible councillors and 
employees, who belong to different pension schemes. 

All full-time employees belong to the KwaZulu Natal Joint Municipal Pension Fund, which are made 
up by the Retirement, Superannuation and Provident Funds. Councillors have the option to belong 
to the Pension Fund for Municipal Councillors. 

These funds are governed by the Pension Funds Act and include both defined benefit and defined 
contribution schemes. 

All of these afore-mentioned funds are multi-employer plans and are subject to either a tri-annual, 
bi-annual or annual actuarial valuation, details which are provided below. 

Sufficient information is not available to use defined benefit accounting for the pension and 
retirement funds, due to the following reasons:- 

(i) The assets of each fund are held in one portfolio and are not notionally allocated 
to each of the Darticioating emolovers. 

(ii) One set of financial statements are compiled for each fund and financial statements are not 
drafted for each participating employer. 

(iii) The same rate of contribution applies to all participating employers and no regard is paid to 
differences in the membership distribution of the participating employers. 

It is therefore seen that each fund operates as a single entity and is not divided into sub-funds for 
each participating employer. 

The only obligation of the municipality with respect to the retirement benefit plans is to make the 
specified contributions. Where councillors / employees leave the plans prior to full vesting of the 
contributions, the contributions payable by the municipality are reduced by the amount of forfeited 
contributions. 

The Retirement Funds have been valued by making use of the Discounted Cash Flow method of 
valuation. For both the Superannuation and Retirement Funds valuations making use of the 
Discontinuance Method Approach have been included as well. 

DEFINED BENEFIT SCHEMES 
Retirement Fund: 

The scheme is subject to a tri-annual actuarial valuation. The last interim actuarial valuation was 
performed as at 31 March 2012 by Arthur Els and Associates.

The interim actuarial valuation performed as at 31 March 2012 revealed that the fund had a shortfall 
of R 251,2 (31 March 2011: shortfall of R 382,3) million, with a funding level of 90,6% (31 March 
2011: 84,1%). The contribution rate, including the surcharges below, paid by the members (8,65%) 
and municipalities (29,00%) should be sufficient to eradicate the shortfall in the fund by 31 March 
2015. However, the basic contribution payable is 4,72% less than the required contribution rate. 


The actuarial shortfall is taken into account by determining surcharges, to be met by increased 
contributions. These surcharges amount to 17% of pensionable emoluments, of which 1,65% is 
payable by members and 15,85% is payable by the local authority 

This surcharge is payable until 31 March 2015. It is necessary that the basic employer contribution 
be increased by 4,72% to 18,37% and the sucharge be increased to 17.5% and extended by a further 
3 years to 31 March 2018. This position will be monitored on an annual basis. Subsequently, notice 
has been served that the surcharge will be increased to 34.22% with effect from 1 July 2012 for a 
period of 8 years. 

The fund has effectively been closed to new members, and it is therefore assumed for the valuation, 
that no new members will join the fund. However, at present, members of the three Natal Joint 
Funds are permitted to transfer between the funds and this flow of members may affect the rate of 
contribution required to be paid to the Fund. 

Superannuation Fund: 

The scheme is subject to a tri-annual actuarial valuation. The last interim actuarial valuation was 
performed as at 31 March 2012 by Arthur Els and Associates. 

The interim actuarial valuation performed as at 31 March 2012 revealed that the fund had a shortfall 
of R 270,0 (31 March 2011: shortfall of R 549,5) million, with a funding level of 96,0% (31 March 
2011: 90,9%). The contribution rate paid by the members (9,25%) and municipalities (18,00%) is 
3,63% (31 March 2013: 3,63%) less than the required contribution rate for future service and will be 
reviewed at the next interim valuation. The deficit in respect of active members is being met by a 
surcharge of 9,5% (31 March 2013 7,0%)of pensionable salaries. It was expected that the deficit will 
be fully funded by 2016. 

This surcharge is payable until 31 March 2015. It is necessary that the basic employer contribution 
be increased by 4,72% to 18,37% and the sucharge be increased to 17,5% and extended by a further 
3 years to 31 March 2018. This position will be monitored on an annual basis. Subsequently, notice 
has been served that the surcharge will be increased to 31,13% with effect from 1 July 2012 for a 
period of 8 years. 

The fund has effectively been closed to new members, and it is therefore assumed for the valuation, 
that no new members will Join the fund. However, at present, members of the three Natal Joint 
Funds are permitted to transfer between the funds and this flow of members may affect the rate of 
contribution required to be paid to the Fund. It is intended that the Fund will merge with the 
Retirement Fund in the near future. 

DEFINED CONTRIBUTION SCHEMES 
Municipal Councillors Pension Fund: 

The scheme is subject to an annual actuarial valuation. The last statutory valuation was performed 
as at 30 June 2011. 

The interim valuation performed as at 30 June 2011 revealed that the assets of the fund amounted 
to R 1 483,786 381 (30 June 2010: R 1 123,672 020) million. The contribution rate paid by the 
members (13.75%) and the municipalities (15,00%) is sufficient to fund the benefits accruing from 
the fund in the future. 

As reported by the Actuaries, the Fund was in a sound financial condition as at 30 June 2011.

The interim actuarial valuation performed as at 31 March 2012 revealed that the market value of the 
fund was R 1 288,3 (31 March 2011: R 1056,2) million. The contribution rate payable (either 5,00%, 
7,00% or 9,25% by the member and 6,00%, 9,90% or 14,25% plus an additional 3,75% by the 
employer), is sufficient to cover the cost of benefits and expenses and the fund was certified to be in 
sound financial condition as at 31 March 2012.

42.3 RISK ANALSIS 

The Municipality has reviewed and assessed the following main categories of risk as being immaterial 
Market Risk 

Market Risk is the risk that changes in market prices, such as foreign exchange rates, interest rates and equity prices will affect the municipality's 
income or the value of its holdings in Financial Instruments. The objective of market risk management is to manage and control market risk 
exposures within acceptable parameters, while optimising the return. 

The municipality's activities do not expose it to the financial risks of foreign currency and therefore has no 
- Foreign curency risk formal policy to hedge volatilities in the interest rate market. 
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Interest Rate Risk is defined as the risk that the fair value or future cash flows associated with a financial 
- Interest rate risk instrument will fluctuate in amount as a result of market interest changes. 


Credit Risk 

Credit Risk is the risk of financial loss to the municipality if a customer or counterparty to a Financial Instrument fails to meet its contractual 
obligations and arises principally from the municipality's receivables from customers and investment securities. 

Potential concentrations of credit rate risk consist mainly of variable rate deposit investments, long-term receivables, consumer debtors, other 
debtors, bank and cash balances. 

The municipality limits its counterparty exposures from its money market investment operations (financial 
Investments/Bank, Cash and Cash assets that are neither past due nor impaired) by only dealing with major institutions. No investments with 
Equivalents a tenure exceeding twelve months are made. 

Trade and Other Receivables are amounts owed by consumers and are presented net of impairment losses. 
The municipality has a credit risk policy in place and the exposure to credit risk is monitored on an ongoing 
basis. The municipality is compelled in terms of its constitutional mandate to provide all its residents with 
basic minimum services without recourse to an assessment of creditworthiness. Subsequently, the 
municipality has no control over the approval of new customers who acquire properties in the designated 
Trade and Other Receivables municipal area and consequently incur debt for rates, water and electricity services rendered to them. 

There were no material changes in the exposure to credit risk and its objectives, policies and processes for 
managing and measuring the risk during the year under review. The municipality's maximum exposure to 
credit risk is represented by the carrying value of each financial asset in the Statement of Financial Position, 
without taking into account the value of any collateral obtained. The municipality has no significant 
concentration of credit risk, with exposure spread over a large number of consumers, and is not 
concentrated in any particular sector or geographical area. 

The municipality establishes an allowance for impairment that represents its estimate of anticipated losses 
in respect of trade and other receivables. 


Liquidity Risk 

Liquidity Risk is the risk that the municipality will encounter difficulty in meeting the obligations associated with its Financial Liabilities that are 
settled by delivering cash or another financial asset. The municipality's approach to managing liquidity is to ensure, as far as possible, that it will 
always have sufficient liquidity to meet its liabilities when due, under both normal and stressed conditions, without incurring unacceptable losses 
or risking damage to the municipality's reputation. 

Liquidity Risk is managed by ensuring that all assets are reinvested at maturity at competitive interest rates in relation to cash flow requirements. 
Liabilities are managed by ensuring that all contractual payments are met on a timeous basis and, if required, additional new arrangements are 
established at competitive rates to ensure that cash flow requirements are met. 

The municipality ensures that it has sufficient cash on demand or access to facilities to meet expected operational expenses through the use of 
cash flow forecasts. 

43 BUDGET COMPARATIVES 

The budget is prepared on an accrual basis by nature classification. No adjustments were made to figures disclosed in the statement of financial 
peformance in order to compare it to budgeted figures. 


44 STANDARDS, AMENDMENTS TO STANDARDS AND INTERPRETATIONS ISSUED BUT NOT YET EFFECTIVE 

The ASB Directive 5 paragraph 29 sets out the principles for the application of the GRAP 3 guidelines in the determination of the GRAP 
Reporting Framework hierarchy, as set out in the standard of GRAP 3 on Accounting Policies, Changes in Accounting Estimates and Errors. 

Where a standard of GRAP is approved as effective, it replaces the equivalent statement of International Public Sector Accounting Standards 
Board, International Financial Reporting Standards or Generally Accepted Accounting Principles. Where a standard of GRAP has been issued, but 
is not yet in effect, an entity may select to apply the principles established in that standard in developing an appropriate accounting policy 
dealing with a particular section or event before applying paragraph .12 of the Standard of GRAP on Accounting Policies, Changes in Accounting 
Estimates and Errors. 


The following standards have been approved but are not yet effective: 
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GRAP 18 - Segment Reporting 

Segments are identified by the way in which information is reported to management, both for purposes of assessing performance and making 
decisions about how future resources will be allocated to the various activities undertaken by the municipality. The major classifications of 
activities identified in budget documentation will usually reflect the segments for which an entity reports information to management. Segment 
information is either presented based on service or geographical segments. Service segments relate to a distinguishable component of an entity 
that provides specific outputs or achieves particular operating objectives that are in line with the municipality's overall mission. Geographical 
segments relate to specific outputs generated, or particular objectives achieved, by an entity within a particular region. 

Requires additional disclosures on the various segments of the business in a manner that is consistent with the information reported internally to 
management of the entity. The precise impact of this on the financial statements of the Municipality is still being assessed but it is expected that 
this will only result in additional disclosures without affecting the underlying accounting. This standard does not yet have an effective date. 

GRAP 20 - Related party disclosures 

The effective date of the standard has not been determined yet. The standard of GRAP on related parties will replace the IPSAS 20 standard on 
related party disclosure currently used. No significant impact on the financial statements of the Municipality is expected. 

GRAP 25 - Employee Benefits 

This standard prescribes similar requirements to those in terms of IAS 19: Employee Benefits. Since IAS 19 has been applied in developing the 
current accounting policy, no significant impact on the financial statements of the Municipality is expected. This standard does not yet have an 
effective date. 

GRAP 105 - Transfer of Function Between Entities Under common Control 

This standard provides the accounting treatment for transfers of functions between entities under common control. However the impact on the 
Municipality's financial statements is not expected to be significant due to the fact that the Municipality rarely enters into such transactions. The 
standard is only expected to have an impact on the Municipality in respect of any future transfers of functions. This standard does not yet have 
an effective date. 

GRAP 106 - Transfer of Function Between Entities Not Under common Control 

This standard deals with other transfers of functions (i.e. between entities not under common control) and requires the entity to measure 
transferred assets and liabilities at fair value. It is unlikely that the Municipality will enter into any such transactions in the near future. This 
standard does not yet have an effective date. 


GRAP 107 - Mergers 

This standard deals with requirements for accounting for a merger between two or more entities, and is unlikely to have an impact on the 
financial statements of the Municipality in the foreseeable future. This standard does not yet have an effective date.
